
Huge Parade to Precede 
Dedication of Armory

A giant parade, expected to be about one-and-a-half miles long, will precede the 
dedication of the Torrance National Guard Armory on Oct. 8, Capt. Douglas J. Hor- 
lander, commander of the local unit, announced yesterday. The day has officially 
been proclaimed "National Guard Day" in Torrance. Dedication ceremonies and a 
dance also are planned, he said. Company E, of the 132nd Armored Engineering Bat­ 
talion, will show off Its
quarters, at the corner of Lin­ 
coln and Cabrlllo Aves,

Mayor Albert Isen will host 
the dedication, along with Capt. 
Horlander. Also expected to at­ 
tend are Assemblyman Vincent 
Thomas, Senator Richard Rich­ 
ards, Supervisors Kenneth 
Hahn and Burton f'hace, and 
many military dignitaries. 

Helicopter Tour
Maj. Gen. Homer Eaton, com­ 

manding general of the 40th 
Armored Division, of whicli the 
Torranre company Is n part, 
will tour the parade route in a 
helicopter and will land at, the 
Armory to review the parade. 
His staff will come by military 
transportation.

The parade will start at Car­ 
son St. and Border Ave., pro­ 
ceed north on C'abrillo to Tor­ 
rance Blvd., go down Post Ave. 
to Cravens Ave.. down Cravens 
to Cabrl'lo, and thence to the 
new Armory where they will 
pass by a reviewing stand 
there.

Parade Slated
 Some 30 military units will 

participate, comprising approxi­ 
mately, 2000 guardsmen, as well 
a« many types of tanks, truck.1!, 
artillery pieces, engineering 
equipment, armored personnel, 
carriers, and many of the latest 
In military equipment. Four 
public address systems will be 
placed along the route of 
march to announce the units as 
they pass.

SMOG GREEN -No emergen­ 
cy action Is expected.

SMOG RED   Heavy smog 
forecast.
